email.  Transcripts  will  not  be  issued 
to  students  with  outstanding  financial 
obligations  to  the  College.

FOCUS  OF  LECTURE  SERIES  2004 


Western  New  England  College  hosted  a 
series  of  lectures,  movies,  and  events  regard- 
ing the  Holocaust  throughout  the  spring  of 
2004.  The  series  was  entitled  "Reflections 
on  the  Holocaust — The  Many  Faces  of  Evil: 
Legacies  and  Lessons." 

The  events  reflected  a  combined  effort  by 
the  Lecture  Day  Committee  at  Western  New 
England  College  and  the  Cooperating 
Colleges  of  Greater  Springfield — Holocaust 
Programming  Committee  with  the  purpose  of 
helping  all  people  find  a  way  to  reduce  evil  in 
this  world.  Significant  historical  events  such  as 
the  Holocaust  were  showcased  as  ways  for  all 
people  to  better  understand  how  their  reac- 
tions to  evil,  whether  they  promote,  resist,  or 
accept  it  through  silence,  impact  society. 


The  featured  event  was  a  lecture  by 
Dr.  Michael  Berenbaum,  director  of  the 
Sigi  Ziering  Center  for  the  Study  of  the 
Holocaust  and  Ethics,  called  "The  Legacy 
of  the  Holocaust"  on  the  evening  of 
March  22  in  Sleith  Hall  Auditorium. 

Other  Lecture  Day  events  included  five  lec- 
tures on  topics  ranging  from  the  Armenian 
genocide  to  one  entitled  "Turning  Away 
from  Hate,"  a  film  series,  a  concert  on 
Holocaust  Remembrance  Day  called  "Music 
and  Remembrance,"  and  a  staged  reading 
entitled  "Words  Born  in  Darkness"  that 
originated  from  Holocaust  victims  and  other 
victims  of  oppression  from  various  parts  of 
the  world. 


School  of  Law  Professor  Serves  as 
Co-counsel  in  Landmark  Same-Sex 
Marriage  Case 

Professor  Jennifer  Levi 
served  as  co-counsel  in  the 
case  of  Goodridge  et  al 
V.  the  Department  of 
Public  Health,  which  was 
overturned  in  appeal  on 
November  1 7,  2003  by  a 
vote  of  4-3  by  the  State 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  ruling  that  the  Commonwealth  could 
not  ban  same-sex  marriage.  This  landmark  civil  rights  case 
made  same-sex  marriage  an  issue  of  national  debate.  On 
May  18  same-sex  marriage  became  legal  in  Massachusetts. 
The  issue  will  go  to  public  vote  in  November  2006.

WESTERN  NEW  ENGLAND  COLLEGE'S 
roots  date  back  to  when  we  were 
Springfield-Northeastern,  an  institution 
that  focused  on  serving  the  educational  needs  of  adult 
learners.  In  those  days,  Greek  life  was  the  source  of  our 
early  student  traditions.

Journey  wdth  us  as  we  reminisce  about  the  many 
traditions  that  have  made  the  undergraduate  experi- 
ence at  Western  New  England  College  a  source  of 
pride,  laughter,  and  lifelong  memories. 

Pesiderce  Hall 
Ass6ii(ki\6r)  Bed  Pace 

This  mad  dash  down  memory  lane  was  proposed  by 
students  more  than  20  years  ago  as  a  way  to  unite  the 
burgeoning  residential  student  population. 

"The  RHA  Bed  Race  was  created  by  students  as  an 


activity  strictly  for  residence  halls — so  we  weren't  talk- 
ing a  lengthy  process  back  then.  Over  time  the  activity 
became  institutionalized  and  expanded  to  include  clubs 
and  organizations.  The  race  is  still  sponsored  by  the 
Residence  Hall  Association  and  is  today  more  about 
tradition  than  about  origin,"  recalls  Dean  of  Freshman 
and  Transfer  Students  Ted  Zern. 

In  recent  years,  the  race  has  also  included  an 
entry  from  brave  members  of  the  Parents'  Association. 
Says  Vice  President  for  Student  Aff'airs  and  Dean  of 
Students  Richard  DiRuzza,  "Parents  are  becoming 
more  involved  in  Friends  and  Family  Weekend.  The 
Parents'  Association  has  entered  a  bed  for  the  past 
four  years.  It's  fun  for  the  parents  and  the  students." 

With  this  emphasis  on  aesthetics  over  mechanics, 
some  contests  have  resulted  in  crashes  that  have 
become  part  of  Bed  Race  lore  and  legend.

Realizing  that  a  fall  orientation  was 
not  enough  to  prepare  students  for  the 
transition  from  high  school  to  college, 
in  1984  Western  New  England  College 
created  an  expanded  orientation  in  the 
summer  which  invites  both  students 
and  their  parents  to  stay  on-campus 
overnight.  Today,  90  percent  of  fresh- 
men, the  majority  with  their  parents, 
attend  SOAR  (Summer  Orientation 
and  Registration).

Convocation 

Wearing  caps  and  gowns,  incoming  stu- 
dents are  formally  welcomed  into  the 
College's  academic  community  at  Fall 
Convocation.  With  the  signing  of  the 
Community  Covenant  scroll,  each  stu- 
dent commits  to  upholding  the  mutual 
expectations  of  the  class  that  originated 
at  SOAR.

The  Freshmen/Sophomore  Rope  Pull 

In  the  early  '50s.  the  annual  rope  pull 
was  the  highlight  of  Fall  Orientation  or 
Welcome  Week.  Held  behind  the  present 
Windham  Hall,  the  pull  was  a  competi- 
tion between  freshman  and  sophomore 
classes.  If  the  freshmen  won,  they  could 
remove  the  freshman  beanies  they  were 
required  to  sport  on  their  heads  during 
First  Week.  If  the  sophomores  won,  the 
caps  stayed  on.  The  winners  were  award- 


ed a  top  hat  and  cane.  A  variation  of 
the  pull  has  become  a  part  of  Midnight 
Madness  activities.  Read  more  about  that 
tradition  on  page  26. 

"The  rope  pull  took  on  a  very  strong 
level  of  competition,"  recalls  Ted  Zern 
who  was  assigned  to  supervise  the  pull 
his  first  week  as  the  new  director  of  stu- 
dent acti\'ities  in  1970.  "During  the  pull, 
a  student  broke  his  ankle.  I  was  sure 
1  was  going  to  get  fired,"  says  Ted,  now 
in  his  34th  year  on  campus. 

Student  ingenuity  produced  a  variety 
of  creative  anchors  for  the  ropes  from 
jeeps  to  tractors.  Among  the  wildest  was 
an  elephant! 

Winter  Carnival 

Starting  in  the  1960s,  the  Western  New 
England  College  Winter  Carnival  provid- 
ed students  with  a  welcome  break  from 
classes  and  textbooks.  A  snow  sculpture 
contest  reflected  the  creativity  of  the  stu- 
dents with  designs  ranging  from  Snoopy 
to  the  Apollo  space  capsule.  The  Carnival 
included  a  formal  banquet,  the  SnoBall, 
which  crowned  a  king  and  queen  and 
their  court.

Initiation  traditions  included 
Epsilon  Phi  Sigma  pledges  carrying  a 
dead  fish  through  the  Hotel  Kimball.

As  more 
student  organizations  emerged  on 
campus,  interest  in  Greek  life  waned.

The  Rat/People's  Place 

Today's  students  may  find  it  hard  to 
imagine  that  the  D.J.  St.  Germain  Campus 
Center  was  once  the  site  of  a  student-run 
bar:  The  Rathskellar,  later  known  as  The 
People's  Place.  But  as  that  name  implies, 
the  venue  was  less  about  what  was  served 
there  and  more  about  socializing.  Recalls 
former  manager  Ted  Zern,  "In  the  early 
days,  Rathskellar  entertainment  featured 
such  groups  as  The  Angels,  The  Shirelles, 
and  other  '50s  legends." 

Maureen  Keizer  who  booked  the 
People's  Place  entertainment  says,  "There 
was  a  real  sense  of  community.  It  was 
common  to  see  the  law  faculty  and  stu- 
dents mingling  with  undergrads." 

Food  and  Cultural  Festivals 

The  many  ethnic  food  and  cultural  festi- 
vals on  campus  spice  up  student  life 
throughout  the  year.  Since  the  early 
1990s,  the  Ebony  Food  Festival  has 
served  up  a  delicious  variety  of  tradi-

The  Rock

come  to  serve  as  both  a  College  icon 
and  monolithic  message  board.  Whether 
welcoming  incoming  freshmen  or  bid- 
ding seniors  farewell,  the  Rock  has 
'Western  New  England  College  tradition' 
written  all  over  it. 

Golden  Bear 

In  the  mid  1950s,  engineering  students 
in  the  day  division  looking  to  form  a 
basketball  team  approached  President 
Beaumont  Herman  with  a  proposal:  that 
their  team  be  called  the  Golden  Bears. 
With  Herman's  approval  a  legend  was 
born  that  has  come  to  represent  the 
institution  well  beyond  athletics. 
Looking  to  immortalize  our  mascot,  in 
1987  a  statue  of  a  Kodiak  Brown  Bear 
was  presented  to  the  College  as  a  gift 
from  the  football  team,  the  Marketing 
and  Management  Associations,  and 
individual  donors.  Today,  miniature 
versions  of  the  statue  are  presented 
as  awards  from  the  School  of  Business. 

However,  it  was  not  the  first  bear  to 
visit  campus.  One  day  during  football 
practice  at  Rivers  Gym,  Business 
Professor  and  Football  Coach  Henry 
'Hank'  Bazan  sent  his  10-year  old  son 
Stan  Bazan  "87  outside  to  play.  "He  came 
running  back  in  yelling,  'Dad,  Dad,  there's 


a  bear  outside.'"  Thinking  Stan  had  spot- 
ted the  Golden  Bear  mascot,  a  suspicious 
Hank  accompanied  his  shaken  son  out- 
side to  find  a  live  bear  chained  to  a  tree. 
The  bear  was  a  performer  for  a  circus 
Ted  Zern  had  hired,  whose  trainer  had 
simply  tied  it  to  a  tree  while  he  went  to 
run  an  errand! 

Bear  Paws 

Many  student  organizations  have 
embraced  the  Golden  Bear  paw  print  as 
their  icon  displaying  it  on  T-shirts,  pub- 
lications, and  sometimes  painted  faces. 

The  Cupola 

Put  in  place  on  April  28,  1960.  on  what 
was  then  known  as  the  Administration 
Building,  this  longtime  icon  is  featured 
in  the  College  logo  and  is  the  namesake 
of  the  undergraduate  yearbook. 

The  Leadership  Garden 

Reserve  accounts  from  the  Student 
Senate  provided  seed  money  for  the 
Leadership  Garden  in  2001  and  2002 
classes  have  pledged  to  continue  to 
grow  this  modern  tradition. 

The  Chimes 

A  dream  of  Hank  Bazan,  the  Chimes 
are  the  result  of  a  Student  Senate  gift 
from  the  Class  2001  presented  by 
its  President  Sophia  Peroulakis  '01. 
They  "sang"  for  the  first  time  at 
Commencement  2001.  H

destined  to  require  dramatic  cultural 
change,  Kowalski  knew  a  dream  this  big 
needed  "champions."  He  began  to  assem- 
ble a  constituency  of  stakeholders  whose 
buy-in  would  be  essential  in  lev^eraging 
all  of  the  School's  resources. 

With  the  installation  of  Dr.  Anthony 
Caprio  as  president  of  the  CoUege  in 
1996,  Dean  Kowalski  gained  a  valued 
supporter.  He  then  looked  to  his  faculty 
to  communicate  the  notion  of  "change." 
Professor  of  Quantitative  Methods 
Marilyn  Pelosi  was  an  early  ally.  After 
doing  a  preliminary  assessment,  in  1997. 
undeterred  by  the  daunting  challenges  of 
pre-candidacy,  self-evaluations,  peer 
reviews,  audits,  and  stringent  board 
approval,  the  ever  positive  Pelosi  rallied 
her  colleagues  saying.  "We  can  do  this!" 
Professor  of  Management  Peter  Hess 


took  the  lead,  writing  the  pre-candidacy 
application,  which  began  the  seven-year 
journey  to  accreditation. 

Building  a  Constituency 

The  process  required  a  broad  stakehold- 
ers approach — both  internal  and  exter- 
nal. Internally,  the  School  created  a 
Continuous  Improvement  Task  Force 
(CITE).  Accreditation  is  but  a  small  part 
of  this  group's  oversight  which  includes 
policy  and  peer  review  of  undergraduate 
and  graduate  curriculum  by  all  of  the 
department  chairs,  the  dean,  the  provost, 
the  director  of  Continuing  Education, 
and  the  coordinator  for  assessment. 

The  contributions  of  faculty  members 
Drs.  Anthony  Chelte,  Harlan  Spotts, 
William  Ferris.  Sharianne  Walker.  William 
Bosworth,  Paul  Costanzo,  Anil  Gulati, 
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of  Business  a  Model  for  Change 


Claire  Bronson,  Jim  McKeon,  and  Minoo 
Tehrani,  were  essential  in  seeing  the 
process  through.  Dr.  Chelte,  who  spear- 
headed the  intense  documentation  sup- 
porting the  candidacy  says,  "We  need  to 
acknowledge  all  of  the  faculty  in  the 
School  who  allowed  it  to  set  standards  for 
itself  higher  than  any  other  at  the  College 
in  terms  of  tenure  and  promotion." 

Says  Dean  Kowalski,  "I  am  extremely 


goal  without  the  buy-in,  support,  and 
encouragement  of  our  students.  They 
were  outstanding." 

Externally,  the  School  looked  to 
alumni,  and  a  broad-based  coalition  of 
business  leaders.  Dr.  Chelte  says,  "We 
gained  excellent  insight  from  practition- 
ers such  as  Al  Kasper  '78,  Russ  Denver 
L'92,  and  John  Turgeon  '83."

proud  of  the  outstanding  faculty  in  the 
School  of  Business.  They  are  not  only 
excellent  teachers;  they  also  work  hard  to 
keep  current  in  their  disciplines.  In  the 
last  five  years  our  34  faculty  members 
have  produced  over  500  research  reports 
in  the  form  of  journal  articles,  conference 
presentations,  and  textbooks.  This  all 
adds  up  to  an  excellent  educational 
opportunity  for  our  students." 

Today,  an  impressive  31  of  our  32  full- 
time  professors  hold  the  highest  degrees 
in  their  fields.

Says  Dr.  Chelte,  "What  is  unique  about 
our  School's  candidacy  was  that  it  was  a 
transparent  process.  In  this  high  risk, 
high  reward  strategy,  we  communicated 
everything  we  did  in  regard  to  accredita- 
tion and  continuous  improvement  open-

Doug's  journey  to  higher  education  began  at  crossroads  in  his  first  career  in 
the  U.S.  Air  Force.  After  12  years  of  service,  in  1977  Doug  returned  from  an 
assignment  in  Germany  to  a  stateside  post  at  Hanscom  Air  Force  Base,  the 
site  of  a  Western  New  England  College  satellite  campus. 

Having  taken  undergraduate  courses  throughout  his  career  to  qualify  for  an  offi- 
cer's commission,  Doug  decided  to  complete  his  degree  and  enrolled  in  the  College's 
Business  Administration  program  in  1979.  However,  when  he  graduated  in  1984,  he 
learned  that  he  was  beyond  the  age  requirements  to  become  an  officer.  Facing  the 
prospect  of  a  career  in  the  private  sector,  he  headed  back  to  class  to  pursue  his  MBA. 

Two  years  later  with  his  graduate  diploma  in  hand,  Doug  submitted  his  retire- 
ment papers  to  the  Air  Force  and  literally  walked  across  base  to  begin  his  second 
career,  applying  his  leadership  skills  and  business  acumen  in  the  unexpected  field 
of  higher  education.

Department  of  Mechanical  Engineering  Dick  Veronesi.  He  hired  Doug  as  a 
part-time  evening  undergraduate  ad\isor  in  1984.  Dick  knew  that  Doug  would 
relate  well  with  the  many  military  personnel  enrolled  in  Hanscom  programs 
both  as  an  instructor  and  an  administrator  In  1986,  he  hired  Doug  to  serve 
in  the  dual  roles  of  adjunct  faculty  member  and  academic  coordinator  of  the 
Undergraduate  Advisement  program. 

In  1994,  then  \'ice  President  of  Academic  Affairs  Rex  Stevens  appointed 
Doug  to  a  newlv  created  position  as  administrative  director  of  the  Off-Campus 
Programs.  In  the  decade  that  followed,  Doug  worked  tirelessly  with  a  small, 
but  dedicated  staff,  to  build  it  into  a  highly  successful  program.  More  than 
4,000  alumni  have  benefited  from  the  quality  undergraduate  and  graduate 
programs  offered  at  convenient  satellite  sites  throughout  the  eastern  part 
of  the  Commonwealth.

M   •  munities  were  rocked 
by  a  series  of  sexual 
^^i^m^   assault  crimes. 
Westborough,  located  in  central 
Massachusetts  at  the  crossroads 
of  the  Mass  Pike  and  Route  495, 
has  a  population  of  about  18,000 
and  typically  enjoys  a  quiet  exis- 
tence. But  within  the  first  three  weeks 
of  August,  and  within  a  five-mile  radius, 
two  Westborough  women  were  raped 
and  two  other  women  in  the  neighboring 
towns  of  Hopkinton  and  Framingham 
were  sexually  attacked.  DNA  evidence 
from  the  two  Westborough  rapes  proved 
the  crimes  were  committed  by  the  same 
man — a  serial  rapist. 

When  faced  with  trying  to  solve  the 
case,  Westborough  Police  Chief  Alan 
Gordon  '03  sought  an  expert  to  help  cre- 
ate a  profile.  Chief  Gordon  called  upon 
Regina  Faticanti,  one  of  his  former  profes- 
sors in  a  Western  New  England  College 
Off-Campus  Program.  "Chief  Gordon  is  a 
former  student  of  mine.  He  took  the  serial 
killer  class  I  teach  that  includes  a  section 
that  deals  with  serial  rapists,"  explained 
Regina  Faticanti. 

Chief  Gordon  and  Regina  emailed 
each  other  over  the  next  several  weeks. 
"We  began  to  go  over  the  MO  of  the 
offender  and  I  pointed  out  several  behav- 
ioral characteristics  that  he  should  be 
looking  for,"  she  said. 

"I  never  had  the  opportunity  or  need 
to  use  a  profiler  before.  Regina  was  more 
than  willing  to  help,  and  her  assistance 
was  invaluable,"  said  Chief  Gordon.  A 
criminologist  was  also  consulted  on  the 
case  and  the  Chief  said,  "Regina  was

right  in  line  with  his  thinking.  Her  profile 
matched  that  of  Dr.  Jack  Levin  who  is 
a  well  known  criminologist  from 
Northeastern  University." 

Regina's  profiling  work  on  the  case 
included  looking  for  patterns  and  analyz- 
ing what  was  common  to  all  the  attacks. 
"We  reviewed  how  the  rapist  entered  the 
home  and  his  choice  of  weapon.  We  also 
looked  at  the  level  of  force  or  violence  the 
rapist  engaged  in,"  said  Regina.  The  use 
of  language  offered  further  psychological 
insight. 

"We  held  four  press  conferences 
during  the  course  of  two  weeks.  Regina 
helped  with  the  press  conferences,  she 
advised  us  on  how  to  deal  with  the  press 
to  our  benefit,"  said  the  Chief. 

Today,  the  case  remains  open  and 
there  have  been  no  additional  assaults 
reported.  But  Regina's  work,  including 
completing  a  victimology  (identifying  the 
type  of  victim  a  perpetrator  goes  after), 
has  helped  law  enforcement.  "After  talk- 
ing to  Regina  about  the  victims,  I  formed 
a  crime  prevention  unit  and  had  them 
assist  residents  in  Westborough." 

Despite  the  circumstances  that  reunit- 
ed them.  Chief  Gordon  appreciated  the 
opportunity  to  work  with  his  former 
instructor  "Regina  was  one  of  the  most 
energetic  and  intelligent  instructors  I  had 


the  pleasure  of  meeting 
through  Western  New  England 
College,"  he  concluded. 

Always  looking  to  develop 
courses  on  the  leading  edge 
of  criminology,  Regina  creat- 
ed a  course  on  terrorism  shortly  after 
9/11,  and  took  her  class  to  Ground  Zero 
last  year.  After  the  DC  sniper  case,  she 
developed  a  course  called  the  Mindset 
of  a  Serial  Killer.  Both  courses  analyze 
behavioral  characteristics  of  people  who 
commit  these  types  of  acts.  "I  always  tell 
my  students  that  we  should  know  and 
understand  why  people  do  these  types 
of  things  so  that  we  can  learn  how  to 
observe  the  same  behavioral  character- 
istics in  others."

Discovers  his  True  Calling 


IN  TWO  SHORT  YEARS 
as  a  Western  New 
England  College  stu- 
dent, Chris  Ouellette 
underwent  an  amazing 
transformation  when  he  jump- 
ed off  the  fast  track  toward  a 
career  in  finance  and  set  him- 
self on  a  path  to  educating  and 
improving  the  lives  of  chOdren.

"I  started  working  with  the 
kids,  and  it  blossomed  from 
there.  It  hit  me,  and  I  knew 
what  I  wanted  to  do,"  Chris 
said  of  his  initial  reaction 
to  his  job  and  his  deci- 
sion to  make  such  a  radi- 
cal move  in  svwtching 
majors  from  finance  to 
psychology. 

He  chose  psychology, 
he  said,  because  he 
wants  to  work  with  chil- 
dren with  severe  special 
needs,  and  he  needs  to 
be  prepared  to  deal  with 
them  on  an  emotional  as 
well  as  academic  level. 

"When  I  work  vwth 
these  kids,  I'm  happy.  It's  | 
awesome,"  he  added.  "I 
taught  one  boy  addition 
and  it  was  so  incredible 
when  he  learned  it.  It's 
indescribable  the  feeling  you 
get  when  these  kids  succeed." 

It  was  not  only  the  chil- 
dren who  made  a  lasting 
impression  on  Chris,  but  the 
school's  principal  as  well,  who 
was  equally  impressed  with 
Chris'  natural  abilities  and 
encouraged  him  to  consider 
a  career  in  education. 


Glickman  Elementary 
School  Principal  Kathleen 
Sullivan,  who  called  Chris  "a 
gentle  giant,"  said  Chris  has 
made  a  difference  in  the  lives 
of  the  school  children. 


Eventually,  Chris  would 
like  to  one  day  become  the 
superintendent  of  a  school 
system.

"He's  a  great  role  model, 
and  the  children  look  up  to 
him  and  watch  him,"  Sullivan 
added.  "I  am  a  special  needs 
educator  by  trade,  and  I  would 
hire  him  in  a  heartbeat.

Barry  Roberts  '68  Reins  in  Success

Barry's  constant  companion  is  a 
nine-year-old  Labrador  retriever 
named  Goldie. 


Barry  Roberts  surveyed  the  campus  from  the  infamous  Rock 
that  he  helped  bring  to  Western  New  England  College.  He 
pointed  out  some  of  the  many  changes  since  he  graduated 
with  a  business  degree  in  1968. 

"There  were  only  three  buildings  when  I  was  here,"  Roberts 
noted.  "And  the  mall  area  was  a  parking  lot.  It  s  tremendous.  I 
knew  there  were  a  lot  of  changes,  but  this  is  mind  boggling." 
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THE  ONE  THING  THAT  HAS  NOT 
changed  since  1968  is  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Rock  that  arrived  on 
campus  during  the  wee  hours  of  May  16 
of  that  year.  Roberts  was  one  of  a  group 
of  graduating  seniors  (and  two  Class  of 
1969  students)  that  planned  and  orches- 
trated the  move  of  the  boulder  from  a 
nearby  construction  site  to  the  center  of 
the  College. 

The  legendary  prank  has  since  turned 
into  a  College  icon.  Today,  the  Rock  is 
layered  with  36  years  worth  of  paint 
announcing  a  multitude  of  College 
events  and  activities. 

"We  decided  on  a  rock  because  we 
thought  it  was  something  that  could  not 
be  moved  too  easily,"  Roberts  said.  "I'm 
surprised  that  it  has  become  such  a  last- 
ing tradition." 

With  the  Rock  episode  behind  him, 
Roberts,  who  has  built  a  successful  career 
as  a  home  builder  and  commercial  prop- 
erty developer  based  in  Amherst,  MA, 
put  his  management  degree  to  work  for 
him  and  embarked  on  establishing 
Roberts  Builders. 

While  a  student  at  the  College, 
Roberts  also  enrolled  in  real  estate  cours- 
es, took  the  real  estate  licensing  exam, 
and  obtained  his  license.  He  credits  those 
classes  and  the  quality  education  he 
received  at  Western  New  England  College 
for  playing  a  vital  role  in  his  success. 

"My  business  education  put  me  in  a 
good  spot  and  allowed  me  to  obtain  my 
broker's  license,  which  has  been  invalu- 
able in  my  real  estate  endeavors." 


Roberts  also  noted  that  he  learned 
a  great  deal  from  the  faculty  about  the 
realities  of  the  business  world  and  the 
necessity  for  a  strong  work  ethic  in  order 
to  succeed. 

A  staunch  supporter  of  his  communi- 
ty, Roberts  is  heavily  involved  in  civic  ini- 
tiatives in  Amherst.  His  success,  he  said, 
has  allowed  him  to  give  back  to  his  com- 
munity in  a  number  of  ways.  He  is  on  the 
board  of  directors  of  Promote  Downtown 
Amherst,  the  Amherst  History  Museum,

Roberts  is  also  chairman  of  the  Town 
Commercial  Relations  Committee  and  as 
such  advises  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on 
permit  and  zoning  issues.  In  addition,  he 
chairs  the  tovm's  250th  Anniversary 
Committee  and  is  a  member  of  the 
Amherst  Parking  Committee. 

His  most  rewarding  method  of  giving 


back  to  his  community  though,  involves 
his  16  Belgium  draft  horses  that  he 
brings  to  town  fairs  and  uses  to  entertain 
children  with  rides.  Roberts  also  puts 
the  horses  to  work  on  his  137-acre  farm 
in  Amherst. 

The  horses  also  compete  in  logging 
competitions  and  sleigh  rallies,  appear 
in  parades,  and  are  rented  for  weddings 
and  other  special  occasions. 

The  beautiful  horses,  which  he  pur- 
chases in  Pennsylvania  Amish  country 
because  of  their  training  as 
hard  workers,  are  more  than 
a  hobby  for  Roberts.  He  has 
an  obvious  love  and  respect 
for  them  as  companions.  He 
is  also  very  proud  of  their 
beauty  and  strength. 

"I've  always  admired 
big  horses,"  Roberts  noted. 
"Working  with  them  is  a  huge 
form  of  relaxation  for  me." 

After  a  busy  day  in  the 
business  world,  Roberts 

returns  to  his  farm  each 
$300,000  ,  ,

Traditions.  They're  an  important  part 
of  any  college  campus,  especially  in  the 
area  of  athletics. 

At  Western  New  England  College, 
athletic  traditions  are  relatively  new,  but 
growing  in  populariU'  as  they  become 
an  important  part  for  the  450  student- 
athletes  who  compete  on  19  varsity  and 
two  non-sponsored  NCAA  teams. 

The  Golden  Bears  compete  in 
approximately  400  events  during  the 
academic  year  and  the  special  events 
that  take  place  are  designed  to  promote 
school  spirit  and  generate  increased  \is- 
ibility  for  student-athletes,  teams,  and 
alumni,  among  others. 

The  list  of  athletic  traditions  includes 
the  popular  Downes  Athletic  Hall  of 
Fame  Induction  Ceremony  during 
Homecoming  Weekend,  the  Athletics 
Department  Golf  Classic,  and  tAvo  spe- 
cial events  coordinated  by  students 
from  the  Sport  Management 
Association,  the  Fall  Bonfire  and 
Midnight  Madness. 

In  addition,  there  is  a  Student- 
Athlete  Advisory  Committee  and 
Captains  Council,  along  with  Athletic 
Banquets,  the  Western  New  England 
College  Coca-Cola  Athletes-of-the-Year, 


and  the  Cocurricular  Awards  Ceremony 
that  honors  the  institution's  Male  and 
Female  Scholar  Athlete-of-the-Year. 
Several  teams  also  conduct  alumni 
games  each  year. 

"This  is  a  great  time  to  be  a  student- 
athlete  at  Western  New  England  College." 
said  Athletics  Director  Dr.  Mike  Theulen. 
the  person  most  responsible  for  creating 
these  programs.  "We  have  worked  hard 
to  provide  a  valuable,  meaningful  experi- 
ence for  our  students.  They  are  the  focal 
point  of  everything  we  do."

"It  was  fun  to  get  back  on  campus 
and  get  that  fun  College  feeling  again," 
said  the  institution's  all-time  leading 
women's  basketball  scorer.  "I  wish 
I  was  attending  W^estern  New  England 
College  now  because  of  all  the  amazing 
things  going  on.  There  is  so  much  pride 
in  the  air."

"Students  from  Dr.  Sharianne 
Walker's  Facilities  Management  class 
and  volunteers  from  the  Association 
had  to  work  with  many  people  on  cam- 
pus in  order  to  get  the  Bonfire  and 
Midnight  Madness  off  and  running.  I 
personally  learned  many  skills  by  having 
to  interact  with  so  many  important  peo- 
ple on  campus."  Ryan  said. 

"We  introduced  the  winter  sports 
teams  at  Midnight  Madness  and  had  a 
series  of  competitions  among  the  class- 
es. Our  goal  was  to  promote  and 
strengthen  campus  spirit  and  to  have  an 
on-campus  event  where  everyone  was 
welcome.

Dr.  Theulen  is  especially  impressed 
with  the  Captains  Council  that  meets 
twice  monthly  throughout  the  academ- 
ic year.  In-season  captains  comprise 
the  working  Council  and  all  captains 
have  the  opportunity  to  provide  valu- 
able input  regarding  the  athletics 
department  and  their  teams. 

Scott  Thornton,  a  junior  Dean's 
List  electrical  engineering  major  from 
Bedford,  NH,  will  begin  his  third  year 
as  a  captain  of  the  men's  soccer  team  in 
the  fall.  He  and  his  teammates  under- 
stand the  impact  traditions  have  on 
the  athletics  program. 

"Events  and  programs  such  as  the 
sports  banquets,  captains  council,  and 
SAAC  (Student  Athlete  Advisory 
Committee)  bring  a  unique  opportunity 
to  share  ideas,"  he  said.  "Being  active  in 


these  programs  bring  tradition  to  the 
current  student-athletes  as  each  team 
passes  on  the  responsibility  to  the 
incoming  freshmen. 

"The  traditions  that  are  most  impor- 
tant to  me  are  those  that  involve  our 
alumni.  Every  fall  when  we  have  our 
alumni  game,  the  players  not  only  get 
the  opportunity  to  play  against  the  great 
players  of  the  past,  but  we  have  the 
opportunity  to  build  working  relation- 
ships with  these  individuals.  I  have  been 
able  to  build  these  relationships 
throughout  my  career  here  and  will  be 
able  to  carry  them  on  past  graduation." 

It's  interesting  to  note  that  more 
and  more  alumni  are  finding  their  way 
back  to  campus  to  watch  the  present 
Golden  Bears  in  action.  That's  one 
tradition  everyone  hopes 
never  goes  away.  ■

SENIOR  WEEK  HAS  BEEN 
an  enjoyable  and  memorable 
tradition  at  the  College  for 
nearly  20  years.  It  takes  place 
between  the  end  of  final  exams  and 
commencement — a  stress-free  and 
obligation-free  period  for  the  stu- 
dents in  our  New  England  spring 
weather  It's  a  time  spent  participat- 
ing in  planned  activities  on  campus 
and  in  the  surrounding  area,  a  time 
used  for  strengthening  friendships 
forged  during  the  college  years  and 
even  for  making  new  friends. 

The  Senior  Council  and  its 
Junior  Representatives,  a  commit- 
tee of  eight,  are  the  planners  and 
organizers  of  the  events.  The  com- 
mittee, selecting  from  the  various 
local  options  and  the  choices  made 
by  the  seniors,  offers  a  base  pack- 
age of  events.  The  juniors  are  then 
responsible  for  contracting  with 
the  vendors  who  will  provide  the 
week's  services.  The  2004  Senior 
Class  President,  Brett  Castellano, 
worked  on  Senior  Week  as  a  Junior 
Representative  and  continued  his 
involvement  as  a  senior  Two  of  our 


alumni,  Ian  Martin  '97,  assistant 
director  of  student  activities  and 
Kristen  Lake-Piano  '96,  assistant 
director  of  admissions,  have  very 
positive  memories  of  their  Senior 
Weeks.  Ian  recalls  making  new 
friends  from  other  departments  and 
Kristen  remembers  how  special  it 
was  to  spend  her  last  week  on  cam- 
pus with  friends  who  were  all  going 
their  separate  ways  after  graduation. 

Of  the  approximately  400  gradu- 
ating seniors,  165  students  partici- 
pate in  Senior  Week  each  year;  only 
seniors  participating  are  allowed  to 
remain  on  campus.  Students  pay 
$185  as  a  base  fee  for  the  struc- 
tured activities  and  entertainment 
and  an  additional  fee  for  out  of 
town  events,  such  as  a  Boston  Red 
Sox  game.  In  past  years,  students 
have  enjoyed  spending  a  day  at 
High  Meadow,  a  park  in  Granby, 
CT,  while  others  have  enjoyed 
dovratown  Springfield's  restaurants 
and  clubs.  Outdoor  activities  have 
included  white  river  rafting,  canoe- 
ing and  camping.  On  campus,  the 
Alumni  Healthful  Living  Center  is 


open  for  use  and  enjoyment  and 
Softball  games  are  often  played  in 
the  fields. 

This  year's  Senior  Week  selec- 
tions include  a  day  at  Six  Flags  a  trip 
to  Foxwoods,  rock  climbing.  High 
Meadow,  a  trip  to  Boston  and  a  day 
at  Misquamicut  Beach.  At  week's 
end  parents  who  arrive  early  for 
commencement  have  the  opportuni- 
ty to  meet  their  sons'  and  daughters' 
roommates  and  friends.  Many  par- 
ents gather  at  the  champagne  recep- 
tion with  College  President  Anthony 
Caprio  held  on  the  Friday  evening 
before  the  graduation  ceremonies.
